27,000 City Workers Slated 
To Get Pay Increases Today 





Twenty-seven thousand city em- 
ployes, comprising a large part of 
what is commonly known as ‘“‘the 
white collar brigade,’’ whose sal- 
aries are not now in excess of 
$3,000 a year, will receive in- 
creases of from $100 to $200 each 
when the Board of Estimate for- 
mally approves today action that 
was virtually determined late yes- 
terday afternoon in an executive 
session. 

Many members of the clerical 
forces of the municipal depart- 
ments who are now regarded as 
underpaid are included. Members 
of the Police and Fire depart- 
ments are not included, nor are 
those city employes whose com- 
pensation is increased automati- 
cally with their tenure of service. 

The proposal for this sweeping 
wage increase, which is expected 
to conciliate many clamorous de- 
mands, is attributed to Budget 
Director Charles L. Kohler, who 
expressed his satisfaction with 
the board's attitude yesterday. 

It is estimated that the aggre- 
gate cost to the city of these wage 
increases will amount to between 
$3,500,000 and $4,000,000 a year.

COPENHAGEN, June 26.—Nine 
hundred inhabitants of Swedish birth 
in the village of Gammalsvenskby, 
near Odessa, are going to be trans- 
ferred to Swedep and settled as farm- 
ers in the province of Scania. They 
will be conveyed by a special train 
through Rumania and Germany and 
are expected at Stockholm about the 
middle of July.

mounting number of Insane persons. 

It is believed that the Governor's 
announcement was prompted in part 


by the one made yesterday by 
Tohmas M. Lynch, president of the 
State Tax Commission, that the 
State’s ince tax revenue had in- 
creased about $20,000,000 this year 
and that other revenues had risen 


accordingly. 
The Governor invited Lieut. Gov. 








Lehman, Controller Tremaine, Mr 
synch, Senator Knight, Speaker Mc- 
Ginnies and Senator Hewitt and As- 
semblyman Hutchinson, chairmen of 
the Lhgislature’s fiscal committees 
to the conference. 

“I have invited these gentlemen to 
go over all of the figures of receipts 
and disbursements of the fiscal vear 
which ends June 30,”’ said the Gov 
ernor, ‘‘to go over the estimates of 
receipts for the coming fiscal year 
and check them against the estimates 
of receipts and disbursements for 
the following fiscal year, beginning 
July 1, 1930. All of this is in connec- 
tion with the needs of the State for 
additional hospital facilities and 
other public works.

GENERALS BLOCKED WAR

PEKING, June If, as now ap- 
pears likely, Marshal Feng Yu-hsiang 
decides to leave China, the Nanking 
Government will have the brightest 
prospect of unifying China that any 
government has had for more than 
the last decade, for, with the Hankow 
faction defeated, Canton apparently 
firmly held and Feng out of the pic- 
ture, Nanking would be twice as 
strong as it was a year ago immedi-

ately after the capture of Peking. 
If Feng goes abroad it will be from 


mixed motives, one of which seems 
unquestionably to be his determina- 
tion not to shoulder the responsibil- 
ity of a new war which would bring 
appalling suffering upon millions in 
his territory who are already subsist- 
ing on the hunger line. ; 
Another motive that would induce 
Feng to leave is the state of his 
health. He is reported to wish to 
get to America for expert medical 
attention. Once he has left he is not 
likely ever again to be a powerful fac- 
tor in Chinese affairs, for the kidney 


disease from which he suffers has 
already resulted in heart enlarge- 
ment and dropsical symptoms, it is 
reported. 
Feng Demands Back Pay. 

Despite his condition Feng is 
adamant in refusing to desert his 
supporters. He demanded $30,000,000 


to pay the arrears due to his troops 
but seems finally to have accepted 
$3,000,000 for this purpose and a per- 
sonal grant of $ 30,000 for traveling 
expenses is said to await him the 
day he sails from Tientsin 

There are many rumors, appar- 
ently emanating from Nanking, 
seeking to make it appear that Feng 
has been abandoned by many of his 
Generals and shorn of power, but 
the fact is that he is still powerful 
enough to have caused Nanking con- 


siderable loss of face by insisting 
ithat he would remain unless the 
order of his arrest were publicly 


canceled. This cancellation has been 
officially announced. Many of the 
supposed desertions of Feng'’s Gen- 
erals, observers declare, are in real-

Even such indirect representations 
as would be involved in the proposed 
bank plan would not likely be under- 
taken without the advice and con- 
sent of Congress, and for the present, 
at least, there Is no reason to believe 
that President Hoover will ask Con- 
gressional action on this question.

States will have even an unofficial 
observer at the forthcoming confer- 
ence of the interested powers to con- 
eider the acceptance of the Younyz 
plan agreed upon at the recent ex- 
perts’ conference in Paris.

HIS tendency to symbolize, to make the single

A chauffeur with a lot of idle time 
on_his hands likes a paper which gives a lot to 
read, and a busy man likes one which doesn’t.

WILHELMI IS HELD 
ON 3 INDICTMENTS 


Man Seized in Swindles on Im- 
porting Scheme Accased Also 


as Second Offender. 


Edward Wilhelmi, who, according 
to Assistant District Attorney Harold 
W. Hastings, has used thirteen 
aliases since he began a criminal ca- 
reer as a smuggier in 1902 while an 
employe of the American Embassy in 
Paris, was held without bail for trial, 
after pleading not guilty yesterday 
before Judge Allen in General Ses- 
sions on three grand larceny indict- 


ments. The bills also accuse him of 
being a second offender. He was 
sent to the Tombs. 


Birchall Freeman of 58 North Ninth 
Avenue, Mount Vernon, who has an 
office at 267 Fifth Avenue, appeared 
as complainant in two of the indict- 
ments. He charges Wilhelmi with 
swindling him out of $10,000 four 
years ago in a scheme to import 
merchandise from Germany and Hol- 
land. The third indictment was based 
on the complaint of Jack Musicant 
of 36 120th Street, Richmond Hill, 
Queens, who alleged he lost a similar 
amount under like conditions in the 
pretended formation of an importing 
corporation in 1925. 

Wilhelmi, who was convicted in 
General Sessions in 1909 and 1911 for 
swindling importers in the same 
scheme, receiving a suspended sen- 
tence on the first charge and serving 
a penitentiary term on the second, 
fled after defrauding his latest vic- 
tims, it was alleged. He was ar- 
rested June 5, however, in his room 
in the Hotel Albert in West Eleventh 
Stmweet, after he had attempted to 
place an advertisement in THe New 
York Times for a partner in the im- 
porting business. A Times employe 
recalled that four years before com- 
plaints had been made by Mr. Free- 
man, Mr. Musicant and others that 
they had been swindled by Wilhelmi 
through joining fake importing cor- 
porations with him after reading ad- 
vertisements in newspapers 

Assistant District Attorney Hast- 
ings and Detective Captain James J 
Gegan and Detective James F Me- 
Coy were notified. Gegan previous! 
had arrested Wilhelm! When the 


two detectives confronted Wilhelmi 
in the hotel, he simulated indigna 
tion at first, but Gegan brushed this 


aside when he told his prisoner how 
well he knew him. 

Wilhelmi’s plan was to form an im- 
porting corporation with each of his 
victims, and then make a trip to 
Europe to send back merchandise 
The arrival of the merchandise would 
be simultaneous with that of a draft 
for nearly al) the money he and his 
victims had placed in the treasury 
of the corporations. The draft would 
be paid before it was discovered that 
the merchandise really had been pur- 
chased by Wilhelmi some time before 
the formation of the corporation and 
was worth less than one-fifth of the 
amount of the draft. 

Wilhelmi found that the Federal! 
Government had lodged a warrant in 
the Tombs for him on a charge that 
he violated the immigration law by 
entering the country recently without 
inspection. When he was arrested 
the detectives found three alleged 
fake passports in his possession in 
which he variously claimed citizen- 
ship in Canada, this country and 
Germany, where he is known to have 
three hames, one of them an old 
chateau. The police said that he was 
born in Philadelphia more than sixty 
years ago.

Retired Lawyer and Bank President 
—An Ancestor Came From 


England in 1640.

PITTSFIELD, Mass., June 26 
Francis W. Rockwell, retired lawyer, 
who represented the old Twelfth 
Massachusetts District in Congress 


‘ 


for four terms, from 1884 to 1892, 
died today at his home here, in his 
Cighty-sixth year He took his seat 
in the Forty-eighth Congress exactly 
forty years after his father, the late 
Judge Julius D. Rockwell, had en 


tered that body. 

Mr. Rockwell was a native of 
Pittsfield. He was graduated fromm 
Amherst College in 1868 and from 
Harvard Law School in 1871. He 
was elected to the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives in 1879 
and served in the State Senate in 
1881 and 1882. While in the Fifty- 
first Congress he saved for Spring- 
field its armory. He was a Re- 
publican 

His activities kept up even after 
he suffered a shock in 1916. Since 
1898 he had been a member of the 
Greylock Reservation Commission 
serving without pay. He was chaif 
man for nineteen years He estab- 
lished an automobile highway from 
Lanesboro, near Pittsfield, to the 
summit of Mount Greylock, the high- 
est peak in the State. It is known 
as the Rockwell Road. 

He was an organizer and a presi 
dent for many years of the City Sav- 


ings Bank. In 1924 he compiled the 


genealogy of the Rockwell family 
Mr. Rockwell is survived by a 
widow and six sons, the Rev. Wiil- 
liam W., of New York: Henry D., 


Samuel F. and Francis W. Jr., of |
